The examiner notes that the proposed change in claim dependency (proposed amended claims 23, 25-27, 30, 33 and 34) is not a 
change from the claims as examined. As noted in the Office action mailed 28 February 2003, the numbering of the original claims was 
not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126. The misnumbering of the original claims led to a misnumbering of new claims presented in the 
preliminary amendment filed 01 June 2001.
